MY LORDS read the Act 56 Geo. III. c. 98, for appointing a Vice Treasurer 
of Ireland ; also, the Act of 3 Geo. IV. c. 56, for regulating certain Offices in the 
Exchequer in Ireland Their Lordships also advert to their Minutes of 19th July 
and 20th September 182s, and 3d January 1823, regulating the Office of Vice 
Treasurer of Ireland, by which their Lordships sanctioned an Establishment for the 
Vice Treasurer, his Deputy and Clerks, which is at present as follows :

My Lords deeming it expedient to make a redaction in the Establishment of the 
Vice Treasurer, are of opinion that in future the Vice Treasurer should be a per- 
manent officer, and that his salary should not exceed the sum of £. 1,200 per 
annum : and that he should execute all his duties in person, and give daily attend- 
ance for that purpose in his office ; by which arrangement, in addition to the saving 
of f. Soo per annum effected in the salary of the Vice Treasurer, the salary of 
£. 800 per annum of the Deputy Vice Treasurer may be discontinued and he «l.„ 
saved to the Public. 

My Lords have also before them the Establishment of the Revenue Depart
